——@ HE 6th the Body of the Emperor Leo- 
pold was open’d to be embalm’d, and it 
was found that the principal Caufe of 
his Death, was a Dropfy in the Stomach. 
His Heart was carry’d to the Chappel of 

Loretto in the Church of the barefoot Auguftins, and 
interr'd behind the Altar: His Bowels were carried 
to the Cathedral of St. Stephen. The fame Evening, 
the Body was expos’d in the great Hall of the Palace, 
call'd the Ridder-Zaal, upon a Bed of State, (over 
which wasa Canopy of black Velver,) having ona 
black Cloak of the Spanifh Fafhion, a Perriwig and 
and Hat on the Head, and a Sword by the Side: Ar 
the Feet ftood a Silver Crucifix, and ar a little Di- 
ftance on a Cufhion of Cloath of Gold, lay the Im- 
perial Crown, Globe, and Scepter, and the great 
Collar of the Order of the golden Fleece : On the 
Left fide of the Bed, the Crowns of Hungary and 
Bohemia, were laid on a Cufhion of Cloath of 
Silver. About the Bed were plac’d large filver 
Candlefticks, in which were White-Wax Tapers 
buming. And the Corpfe was attended by 4 Lords 
and 4 Gentlemen of the Bed-Chamber, all in long 
Mourning Cloaks, and with them ftcod 4 Auguftin 
Friars, and fome of the Life-Guards which were re- 
liev'd every 2 Hours attended. In the fame Hall 4 
Alrars were fec our, at which Divine Service was 
celebrated, Thus the Body lay im State Thurfday 
and Yefterday, and a vaft Crowd of Perfons of 
Quality and common People have been to fee it. 
To Night ic will be inetrr’d, in the Church of the 
ins ; and all the Nobility of the Court, and 
the Eftates of the Province will attend it to the 
Grave. In the Mean time, all the Minifters and 
Grandees, have paid their Compliments of Condole- 
Jance and Congrasulation to the new Emperor ; and 
Couriers have been difpatch’d to notify to all the 
Electors and other Princes of the Empire and to di- 
vers forveign Potentates, the Death of the Emperor 
Leopold and the Acceffion of his Son Jofeph to the 
Throne. An Exprefs has been fent to the Elector 
Palatin, to invite him to come ro the Imperial Court, 
he being (as is reported,) nominated Executor of 
the Emperor’s Willjoyntly with the King of Pruffia. 
A few Days before the Emperor Leopold’s Death, 
Cardinal Collonitz gave him the laft Benediction in 
the Name of the Pope, in Vertus of a full Power 
he had from Rome to that Purpofe. 4 Deputies 
from the Malecontentslof Hungary are arriv’d here, ‘tis 
hop’d they came inftructed to accept of eafy Terms 
of Accomodation. ’Tis talk’d his Imperial Majefty 
defigns to go to Ratisbon, and thence to Praag to 
be crown’d King of Bohemia, eal 
This Emperor died at the Age of 64 Years 10 
Months and 26 Days, being born the oth of June 
16402 Was Son of Am Emperor Ferdinand III. and

Yefterday he Count de Tculoufe’s Bag- 
gage was fent away to Toulon; whence ‘tis ad- 
vis'd thar thete are 37 Men of War in a readinefs to 
fail, and that they are working with all diligence to 
fit out 10 more. Lhe King has receiv’d Advice, 
That the Marquis de Thouy has entred Portugal, 
on. the fide of Almeida, with 3000 Men, and has 
laid wafte the Country 17 or 20 Leagues round, 
The Duke of Vendeme has fent Advice by a Cou- 
rier, That he had order’d 20 Battalions and as many 
Squadrons to march from Piemont to Lombardy ; 
with which Reinforcement the Grand Prior will be 
able to make Head againft the Imperialifts, and hin- 
der their fending any Succour to the Duke of Sa- 
voy. The Duke of Vendome is to return to Cafal 
before the end of this Month, in order to befiege 
Turin with 40000 Men. The Troops of the King’s 
Houfhold arriv’d the 14th Inftant at Giver, whence 
they are march’d towards the Army under the Ele- 
ctor of Bavaria, who will open the Campaign before

afrer the Merchant-Men ; but our Convoys behay'd 
themfelves fo well, that the 2 French Ships they hag 
ro deal with were forc’d to make a Signal ro the 3 
to eome to their Affiftance. By misfortune Captain 
Zells had his Fore-Maft and Bolt{pric fhot away, 
which difabled his Ship ; the afterwards took Fire, 
and blew up, but whether the Enemy had firft taken 
Poffeffion of her is uncertain. As for Caprain Teengs 
he made ont to Sea with all rhe Sail he could, and 
the Enemy follow’d him, but whether they have 
taken him or no is uncertain. The Mafter of a Vel- 
fel that came into the Texel yefterday from Bour- 
deaux reports, that while Captain Zell’s Ship was on 
fire, before the blew up, the Captain and the Crew 
qnitted her, and by their Boats got into Captain 
Teengs’s Ship ; and that fome time after he faw the 
French ftanding to the South, and that they had 
not Captain Teengs’s Ship with them.

Dear Sir, 
, I Have only Time to tell you, that in 6 Days 
¢ + March, with 2 Days Halt berwcen, we are got 
‘ thus far into Caftile from Eftremos, and have in- 
# yefted this Piace, which appears to be not very 
firong, fo that when our Batteries are rais'd 
* hop’d in 4 Days Time we fhall be Matters of it: 
‘ The Gairifon, we are inform’d, confifts of 500 
* Men regular Troops, and 509 Militia, among 
« them are fome of Mahoni’s Dragoons. They fire 
‘ upon us with their Cannon pretty briskly, bur the 
* Simation of the Place is fuch, that we thall certaia- 
* ly have the Don by the Whiskers very foon, and 
* I hope without much Lofs, tho’ we have had fome 
* few Men kill’d already by Random Shots. Every 
* thing is preparing to break Ground this Night, 
* andI hope the next Letter you will have from me 
* will be from Alcantara, to which Place no doubr 
* we fhall mareh, it being bur 8 Leagues from hence, 
* and in taking it we open a Communication into 
* the Province of Bejra, where the Marquis das Mi- 
‘nas is with about 7000 Foot and Horfe, which 
* may then join us on every Occafion, Our Army 
* here confifts of 30 Battallions of Foot, good 15000 
* Men; and 3450 Horfe and Dragoons. I muft 
* needs tell you I never expected to fee fo many 
* Forces together, confidering the great Detachments 
* fent to Gibraltat, which by their feafonable Arri- 
* yal, thro’ the Conduct of the Prince of Heffe and 
* the Bravery of the Englifh, have ruin’d the Spanifh 
* Foor and prefery’d the Place. In all our March 
* we met no Rody in Arms, nor can we learn what 
* is become of the Spanifh Cavairy: A Feinte my 
* Lord Gallway made by fending to view Badajox, 
* has 'tis faid, wn them that Way. I ’cwill 
‘ nor be long before we hear of them, for if they 
* let Alcantara fall into our Hands, if we can get
